PARIS, Aug. 12. (AP) — Soviet 
Delegate Andrei Y¥Y, Vishinsky de-

Byrnes had taken over chair- 
manship of the conference under

Vishinasky took the floor after 
the Yugoslav delegate Edvard 
Kardelj had delivered a 6000-word 
speech charging that Italy still 
harbors an aggressor's spirit. 
“There must be no infringement 
of the right of freedom of 
speech,” said Vishinsky in insist- 
ing that the conference be opened 
to a general debate on Italy's 
plea.

On four-door sedans—the only 
examples cited by OPA-—today’s 
increases range from $63 on a 
Chevrolet Fleetmaster to $293 on 
a Cadillac. 

On a Plymouth De Laxe and a 
Ford De Luxe the increase is 
$73, while on a Buick Series 40 
the price hike in $96 and on a 
Chrysier Royal $99. 

Dealers’ profit margina had 
been cut by OPA to prevent the 
full amount on increases pre- 
viously granted manufacturers 
from being passed on to the pub- 
lic, Congress outlawed this cost 
absorption practice, 

Today's increase was the fourth 
general price hike above 1942 auto 
ceilings granted since last Novem- 
ber. The first covered production 
cost increases up to last fall, the 
second wage increases early this 
year, and the third higher parts 
and materials coats resulting from 
the steel price boost last February. 

OPA said the three previous in- 
creases over 1942 ceilings totaled 
an average of 15 per cent. Today's 
increase brings this to about 22 per 
cent over 1942. 

Typical of today’s retail price 
increases on four-door. sedans 
were: Ford super de luxe, from 
$1057 to $1134; Chevrolet Fleet- 
master, from $1002 to $1076; Chev- 
rolet Stylemaaster, from $936 to 
$1005; Plymouth #pecial de luxe, 
from $1097 to $1174. These prices 
do not include taxes, transporta- 
tion, handling and delivery 
prices.

Difficulty in County, 


Makers Assert.

Building codes, public accept- 
ance and mortgage approval re- 


main as possible obstacles to pre- 
fabricated homes in the St. Louis 
area even though the opposition 
of AFL building trades has been 
modified in some degree. 

Throughout the country, manu- 
facturerg of prefabricated houses 
have been waging a battle against 
ancient building codes that set up 
rigid specifications which prove 
an effective barrier against them. 

St. Louis, however, has a new 
building code which, in the words 
of the man who wrote it, Build- 
ing Commissioner A. H, Baum, 
“does not prohibit or preclude 
erection of prefabricated houses, 
provided the components of the 
houses meet the minimum fre- 
quirements of the code,” 

Whether all types of factory- 
built houses on the market today 
comply with the St. Louis code, 
Baum does not know. “Only when 
such houses or their parts are 
presented to us for approval do 
we pass on them,” he explained. 
Two Types Being Sold in Area. 

Of the two types being sold in 
the St. Louls area, Cemesto and 
Gunnison, only Cemesto has been 
submitted and approved for erec- 
tion outside the city’s fire limits 
in the south and north sections, 
Within the limits brick construc- 
tion is mandatory. 

L. H. Franke, Gunnison dealer 
for this area, said the Gunnison 
Home had not been presented for 
approval because “there are plen- 
ty of places to put them where 
we don’t have to worry about 
codes.” He added, however, that 
the Gunnison house is made in 
accordance with United States 
Bureau of Standards Code CS 125- 
45 and has been approved by the 
technical division of the FHA and 
the technical committees of the 
Savings and Loan Associations, 

“There isn't much doubt that 
the Gunnison Home will comply 
with the most rigid standards of 
the St, Louis code or any other 
modern code,” he said, “It so 
happens that the few customers 
we have been able to serve here, 
because of current low factory 
production, wanted homes out- 
side the city.” 

He pointed out there was no 
difficulty with the codes in Web- 
ster Groves, Kirkwood, Ladue 
and Maplewood, where Gunnison 
houses have been erected, or in 
outlying East Side areas, where 
76 were put up before the war, 

Baum declared that the only 
objection he raises in the matter 
of prefabricated houses ia “having 
our code criticized because we 
won't accept any or all types of 
houses made of all sorta of ma 
terials.” 

“Tf a house collapses and hurts 
someone, then it’s our fault, for 
that is what our code guards 
against,” he continued, “The St. 
Louls code is new, in effect only 
since April 5, 1045, It is flex-

Ochler, publie opinion analyst for 
The Republican, national party 
magazine, shows that G.O.P. 
hopes of presidential victory had 
increased five-fold in the last 10 
months. The results were re- 
leased last night. 

A alimilar aurvey conducted by 


eight per cent of the “grass roota”. 


Ocehler last October showed only 
14 per cent confident of winning 
in 1948, 

Questionnaires were sent to 
3408 Republican county chairmen, 
district and state committee mem- 
bers and other local Republican 
leaders throughout the country, 
the magazine said. 

The views of Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg, Michigan, were moat 
widely approved by the “grass 
roots” leadership, the magazine 
said. Over 70 per cent agreed 
with his domestic position and 66 
per cent approved his foreign pol- 
icy stand, 

Other G.O.P. leaders whose 
views had gained in popularity 
since last October were Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, Gov. Ear! 
Warren, California, and Senator 
Styles Bridges, New Hampshire, 
the magazine sald, 

Domestic views of Gov. Thomas 
KE. Dewey, New York, increased 
slightly in popularity, but hia for- 
eign views became less popular, 
the survey showed. 

The foreign and domestic views 
of John Bricker of Ohio and Har- 
old Stassen of Minnesota lost pop- 
ularity, the magazine said. Oehler 
said, however, as regards Stassen 
that “most of the questionnaires 
were answered shortly after the 
Nebraska primary election and be- 
fore the Minnesota’ primary.” 
Stassen scored a victory in the 
Minnesota primary, after losing 
some prestige in the Nebraska 
election, he said, 

Of eight political Issues listed 
in the poll, the “grass roots” lead- 
ers selected “strikes and labor 
legislation” as the most important 
one in the congressional elections 
this fall,

Warren, in. conversation with 
this reporter, would not draw the 
conclusion that the switch-overs 
from cost-plus to fixed-price were 
for the enefit of contractors 
rather than the Government. 
“What do you think?” he asked. 


He did, however, tell a Senator 
who asked what he thought was 
the reason for such changes: 


“For two purposes—to avoid an 
audit (possible under cost plus 
but impossible under fixed price) 
and the other was to pay the con- 
tractor ‘more money.” 

The reason contractors and 
procurement officers could avoid 
a GAO audit in fixed price con- 
tracts was that the Comptroller 
General was restricted here even 
more than he was in dealing with 
cost plus contracts. His agents 
could do no more than establish 
that the Government didn’t pay 
any more than the stipulated 
price, however extravagant or im- 
provident that price may have 


proved by the conference chair- 
man and presented in plenary ses- 
sion for minor changes. 


The question of inviting Albania, 
Mexico, Cuba and Egypt to appear 
for hearings on the Italian treaty 
drew no objection from the floor, 
but hours were spent in discussing 
whether the general] secretariat or 
the general steering commission 
of the 21-nation conference should 
draw up rules covering the 
hearings.

Although the simple invitation 
was accorded a unanimous vote, 
a roll call vote of 15 to 3 with 
three abstentions—Czechoslovakia 
Ukraine and Yugoslavia—approved 
the proposal] in its entirety. Russia, 
Poland and Byelo (White)-Russia 
opposed it, 

The conference then elected 
French Delegate Jacques Fouque 
du Pare Secretary-General of the 
oonference, a position he has been 
holding in a temporary capacity. 
It was then decided that the con- 
ference’s general secretariat 
should consist of eight members, 
four of whom would represent the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and France. 

Objection by Vishinsky. 

Vishinsky opposed the nomina- 
tion of Australia as one of the 
other four members of the secre- 
tariat, asserting that Australia 
had shown itself “a temperamen- 
tal member of our meeting” and 
that it would be better to have “a 
ealmer nation.” 

He proposed Ethiopia for mem- 
bership of the secretariat, and 
White Russia proposed Norway, 
but both declined, .nd the con- 
ference finally agreed without a 
vote that the four additional 
members of the secretariat should 
be Australia, Brazil, China and 
Yugoslavia—a slate nominated by 
Britain.

Here again, if the comptroller 
general knows a frau¢, he can 
make an audit, but how can he, on 
the basis of these two sheets of 
paper, discover Whether there is 
fraud in the sottlement? The 
Mead committee asked him that 
question and he replied: “That's 
a joke, »' at is transmitted to us.” 
Only an accident, he says, could 
bring to the attention of this of- 
fice evidence of fraud, 


Reason for Legislation. 


The reason, of course, for the 
wartime enactments that limited 
the powers of the Comptroller 
General in examining contracts 
was the urgent need for speed, 
and the decision that the way to 
get speed was not to tie down pro- 
curement officers with too many 
restrictions, 


There is something to be said 
for that point of view. Warren 
recognizes it, but he doesn’t think 
it is wholly valid. He points to 
the system evolved in auditing 
cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts, where 
GAO auditors were stationed in 
factories, doing their work as pro- 
duction progressed, and with not 
the slightest interference with 
production, 

As far as contract terminations 
are concerned, he pleaded with 
Congress for a law that would at 
least permit a representative of 
his office to sit in on the settle- 
ment negotiations — having no 
voice, no powers, no duties, except 
to serve “like a policeman on the 
beat.” He thought that would have 
a salutary effect, as many of the 
terminations were worked out be- 
tween the contractors and Gov- 
ernment officials who had orig- 
inally entered into the contracts,

With today’s overwhelming de- 
mand for homes, however, the 
“prefab” manufaciurer isn’t too 
worried about public acceptance, 
Pioneers in the industry have, 
over the past 15 years, laid a 
solid foundation for their prod- 
uct in the public mind, They 
have many good selling points 
and at the moment, at least, their 
only worry is materials, “We 
can't sell the public on prefabri- 
cated homes when we can't get 
the materials to make them,” one 
harassed manufacturer declared. 


Indicative of the public’s inter- 
est in prefabricated houses, 
Franke received more than 1500 
inquiries about the Gunnison 
Home after he announced in local 
papers his plans to construct 750 
of them in a new St, Louls county 
subdivision, 
Mortgage Approval. 

As for mortgage approval, that 
problem can be met only when 
the individual prefabricated house 
attempts to enter the &t, Louls 
area, Most persons building or 
buying a conventional or prefab- 
ricated house must borrow money 
by mortgaging the home. The 
problem, reduced to its simplest 
termes, ia: Will banka or home 
loan agencies lend money on the 
“prefab?” 

Generally, money will be lent as 
readily on a substantial prefabri- 
cated house of conventional de- 
sign as on a house constructed by 
traditional on-site methods, The 
matter of the loan, itself, depends 
on the amount of money required 
and the value of the property for 
mortgage purposes, 

Some prefabricators contend 
their homes are under-valued by 
some appraisers with “old fogey” 
ideas about housing, but the same 
complaint is registered by conven- 
tional buildera who assert that 
some appraisers have not kept 
abreast of current market condl- 
tions and higher costs, 
Practically all bona fide pre- 
fabricated houses carry the FHA’s 
stamp of approval, but that is 
nationally, Local lenders depend 
on local appraisers, who consider 
many factors other than the struc- 
ture itself when appraising it. 

Sold Mostly to Veterans. 
Former service men are vir- 
tually the only customers of the 
home building industry, because 
of government controls on mate- 
rials, and most of them seek 100 
per cent “G.I.” loans when they 
buy or build a house. This places 
the Veterans’ Administration in 
the forefront of the mortgage busi- 
ness today as its loan guarantee 
division must approve all housing 
deals involving G.I, loans, 
Complaints are heard on all 
sides, from prefabricated and con- 
ventional builders alike, that the 
Veterans’ Administration has 
proved a stumbling block in re- 
fusing to approve many loans. VA 
Officials deny this and counter 
with the assertion that its only 
concern is to protect the G.I. 
house-buyer against “gouging.”

There was some possibility also 
that the Albanian representative, 
Col, Tuk Jakova, might submit his 
replies to a similar questionnaire 
on Albania'’s application in time 
for consideration this afternoon. 
He indicated last night, however, 
that hg still had not completed his 
report, 

The questionnaire to Albania 
wan delivered to Jakova Friday 
night. At the same time a three- 
man subcommittee started work 
drafting a list of questions to be 
sent to Outer Mongolia. This list 
was expected to be in the hands of 
ot committee for discussion to- 

ay. 

Quick action on: the Mongolian 
questionnaire is necessary if that 
country is to have time to reply 
before the committee's deadline 
for reporting to the Socurity 
Council, 

Since Outer Mongolia has no 
representative in New York, the 
list of questions will have to be 
transmitted to Ulan Bator, the 
Mongolian capital. If the ques- 
tionnaire is dispatched today, the 
Mongolian Government will have 
eight days to get its answer back 
to the committee. 

The Albanian and Outer Mon- 
golian applications were the only 
ones discussed in the first five 
meetings of the committee. Other 
applications awaiting action were 
from Afghanistan, Trans-Jordan, 
Siam, Iceland, Eire, Portugal and 
Sweden.

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TRUMAN WON T ORDER 
CASE PLANTS SEIZED 


Aid Says He Decided Action 
in Strike Would ‘Not Be 
in Public Interest.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
The White Mouse said today 
President Truman, had decided 
against seizure of the struck J. I. 
Case plants et Racine, Wis. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G, Roan said that “after 
much deliberation” the President 
had decided that seizure of the 
plants would “not be in the public 
interest.” 

Rose said that the President was 
guided by the principle that selz- 
ures should be ordered only where 
the public welfare “is vitally in- 
volved.” 

It was assumed that the no- 
seizure decision also would be ap- 
plied to the atrike in Allie-Chalm- 


ers plants, which also manufacture 
farm machinery. 

Ross was asked if one of the 
President's basic considerations 
could have been that a flat de- 
cision against the Case seizure 
might help negotiations in the 
strike which has been under way 
since the first of the year, He re- 
plied he didn't care to interpret 
the decision further. Ross added, 
however, that the atrike was not 
considered a national emergency 
of a character to warrant seizure. 

He emphasized that the Depart: 
ment of Labor still had jurisdic- 
tion over the negotiations, 

He anid that he was making 
public the President's decision in 
view of what he termed the agi- 
tation that has been carried on 
for and against seizure. 

The President presumably over- 
rode the recommendation of his 
Secretary of Labor, Lewis B. 
Schwellenbach, in deciding againat 
seizure, Schwellenbach, prior to 
leaving for Seattle, Wash., two 
months ago, proposed that the 
Government take over the Cane 
and Allis-Chalmers plants be- 
cause negotiations were getting 
“nowhere. On Schwellenbach'’a re- 


turn, the President invited him 
and Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson to the White House to dis- 
cuss the whole situation. Schwe)l- 
lenbach told associates that he 
had not changed his mind about 
the necessity of Government in- 
tervention., 

As a result of the White House 
conference, unsuccessful overtures 
were made to the Case company 
to meet here with Anderson and 
Schwellenbach and discuss the 
possibility of opening negotiations. 

Case plants closed Dec, 26, with 
8250 employes involved, The dis- 
pute concerned a renewal con: 
tract with the CIO Auto Workers. 

The Allis-Chalmers strike began 
March 14 and spread to seven 
plants making farm cquipment, A 
number of CIO unions were af- 
fected.

Punitive Policy of France. 


Although the Soviet Union Is 
certainly the chief offender in 
these regards, it is not the only 
author of confusion, 

For example, the French fought 
through long and weary days to 
impose all kinds of punitive re- 
atrictions on Italian armament, 
down to such details as the caliber 
of guns and even the destruction 
of roads in the Alpine regions of 
the French-Italian frontier. Yet 
the military drafters are now 
gravely disturbed by the fact that 
the economic clauses of the tren- 
ties put no restraints on the de- 
velopment of the Italian aircraft 
industry. It is true that the size 
of the Italian air force is care- 
fully limited and that Italy is for- 
bidden to possess manufacturing 
facilities for the production of 
bombing planes. 

As regarda Italy, 
the American military

‘ot her .orma of national power and 
particularly in this difficult period 
of peacemaking to the form of 
power that can support their 
authority and purposes at crucial 
times and places throughout the

Of these forms of power, naval 
power is at present one of the 
‘most important and most effec- 
tive. This becomes far more 
readily perc: ~ ble when consid- 
ered from a European than from 
an American point of observation. 

Let us look at some of the re- 
‘cent lessons we have had in this 
regard, 

First, let ue ecall that not very 
long ago, and again today, we 
were hearing a great deal about 
Russia and the Dardanelles, The 
Russian press spoke of demanding 
military bases on the straits. There 
was also much talk of Russian 
ambitions directed toward Turkish 
provinces such as Kare and Arda- 
han, or the “historic territory” of 
eGorgia and the incorporation of 
Turkish Armenia in the Armenian 
S.S.R. The Turks were very 
‘nervous, 

At this time it was found con- 
venient to return the body of a 
dead Turkish Ambassador from a 
temporary resting place in the 
United States to his nativé aoll, 
The United © ateg battleship Mis- 
sourl was employed for this pur- 
pose and arrived at Istanbul ac- 
comprnicd by a cruiser and flying 
the flag of Adm, H. K. Hewitt, 
commander in’ chief of United 
States naval ‘ces in Europe, 

The Missourl was given a mag- 
nificent reception; there was 
much enthusiastic comment in the 
| Turkish press; a few sour notes 
were sounded by Pravda--and 
we have heard virtually nothing 
| since about the Dardanelles or 
nbout Kars and Ardahan, etc., un- 
til today. 

Naval Power and Trieste. 

Or take the Trieste problem, It 
was obvious from the beginning 
that no solution could be found 
that would be wholly satisfactory 
both to the Italians and the Yugo- 
slaves, That meant that the great 
powers would have to hammer 
out a compromise solution and 
then make it stick, The available 
power balance was on the side of 
the Yugoslavs who had Russian 
support as well, The American 
and British land forces in the eru- 
‘cial area amounted only to two 
and a half divisions. 

But at the very moment when 
threats of force were being heard 
from local sources, there arrived 
at Trieste the American cruiser 
Fargo and two destroyers, Curl- 
ously enough, two British cruisers 
and a destroyer arrived at about 
the same time.

The wear-and-tear of the war 
years is obvious, It prompts an 
investment service to remark that 
the “paint industry faces a bril- 
liant future.” Manufacturers are 
installing new machinery or build- 
ing new plants: retailers are put- 
ting in new fixtures; men are 
buying new suits; and home-own- 
ers are purchasing new furnaces. 
We're now making up for skimped 
maintenance and appearance, 
Bye-Bye “400.” 

And workers have spending 
power, In negotiating the recent 
18%-cent round of wage boosts, 
labor leaders apparently § antic- 
ipated the rise in the cost of liv- 
ing. Thus, factory earnings— 


when workers put in 46- and 48- 
hour weeks—are still 60 per cent 
higher than prewar levels. And 
that more than offsets the 40 per 
cent gain in the cost of living. At 
the same time, farmers’ income 
is running at near-record levels. 

The results: Last week the 
Department of Commerce re- 
ported that income payments 
to individuals in June were at 
nm near-record rate, and the 
usually staid Bureau of Mines 
went overboard in declaring 
that Americans spent $1,200,000,- 
000 on jewels and baubles last 
year—12 per cent ahead of 1944, 
“Wealth has shifted from the 
‘400’ to the medium and lower- 
income brackets,” the Bureau 
said, “The carriage trade is 
almost extinct and hereafter the 
retailer will sell fewer expensive 
items and more medium- and 
lower-price goods.”

The war produced a great middle 
class: 456 per cent of the nation’s 
families and single persons are 
getting $2000 to $5000 a year.

A New Potency. 

This shift in income, this rise 
in spending power of the middle- 
income groups, is a great force for 
business and political stability. It 
constitutes a continuing cushion 
of buying power for housing, paint 
jobs, automobiles, refrigerators, 
and new products factories are 
still to make, It suggests a new 
potency for the country. 

Furthermore, disparities be- 
tween United States families are 
not as wide as many persons in- 
ferred from recent Federal Re- 
serve Board-Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics studies. These 
studies revealed that one half 
of tke country’s spenders owned 
leas than three per cent of the 
total bank deposits and savings 

bonds, Shades of one third of a 
nation! 

But there’s another side. In 
1935-36, the lower 50 per cent of 
the families had no net savings at 
all and in 1941 had only up to $87.

Si John ta the head of the 
FAO, He carries the title of di- 
rector-general. He is one of the 
world’s foremost authorities on 
human nutrition. He likewise is 
a successful farmer. 

It may seem odd to many that 
Sir John would bring up the mat- 
ter of a possible agricultural de- 
pression at a period when prices 
of many commodities are at rec- 
ord levels and supplies are far 
short of demand. 

Ca:eful Planning Necessary. 

Agreeing that it may seem pre 
mature to put forward such an 
ambitious proposal, the director- 
general says we are living in a 
world which is being driven so 
fast by the advance of science 


that “bold measures are required 
if we are to resolve the tremend- 
dous social and economic prob 
lems that face all countries.” 


Pointing out that farming is an 
activity which must be planned 
two or three years in advance, 
Sir John says steps should be 
taken now to deal with surpluses 
of some farm products which may 
develop within a year or so, 

The plan which Sir John will 
lay before the Copenhagen meet- 
ing embodies, in a general way, 
the principles of the American 
AAA “ever-normal granary” pro- 
gram and the prewar food stamp 
program.

The Fruits of Muddling 


A general peace appears impossible for the 
nearly half a billion people of China, says Gen. 
Marshall, although all the Chinese want it. So 
he and Dr. John Leighton Stuart, the American 
missionary-turned-Ambassador, are talking of 
making one last appeal for a settlement of dif- 
ferences between the Kuomintang and the Com- 
munists and, if that fails, of giving up. 

More and more it has become clear that the 
great stumbling block to a settlement is the 
stubborn adherence of Chiang Kal-shek to the 
profiteering and tyrannical elements of his party 
and his rejection of the overtures of its men of 
progressive and democratic outlook, More and 
more it has become clear that “Vinegar Joe” 
Stilwell was right and that President Roosevelt 
and Former Ambassador Patrick J. Hurley were 
wrong in their dispute in 1943 about the extent 
to which Chiang could be trusted either to lead 
a fighting Chinese Army or to give China a 
government squaring with Western ideals. 

The United States has backed Chiang so long 
and so ardently that the Chinese people have 
had little opportunity to bring to the front bet- 
ter leadership. In other words, we seem to 
have foreclosed our own opportunity to give the 
mass of Chinese non-Communists the kind of 
leadership they want. We no longer place much 
trust in Chiang, but don't see anyone else of 
sufficient stature to take his place. 

At long last our policy-makers are thinking 
of appealing over the heads of Chiang and his 
lieutenants and taking matters directly to the 
Chinese people, Some such step seems over- 
due, With a great urge for political and eco- 
nomic democracy sweeping China, Chiang and 
his medieval warlords and his crew of ruthless 
exploiters are a weak reed on which to lean, Un- 

less Chiang can be persuaded to shift hia base 
of support, or can be supplanted with a Chinese 
of greater vision, the Western powers are moral- 
ly and practically at the end of their rope. 

The chief differences standing in the way of 
internal pacification now are the questions of 
whose troops shall police given areas and who 
shall be placed in charge of the local and pro- 
vincial governments, The second issue is the 
more important and the more difficult. 

Chiang seems to be betting—as he has bet for 
the past five years—that Britain and the United 
States, no matter how much they may grow to 
dislike and distrust him, cannot afford to cut 
him loose, The issuance of a provisional order 
for the withdrawal of United States Marine and 
Air Force contingents might make him more 
tractable to demands that he give China a regime

The Suppressed Harten Report 

City Utilities Director Harry C, Brockhoff has 
at least one argument for wanting to renew the 
city’s contract for street-lighting energy for an- 
other 10 years, He says it would take five years 
to get energy from a city-bullt plant at the new 
waterworks. He also says that he is trying to 
negotiate a lower rate from Union Electric, which 
he surely should, for 1 cent a kilowatt-hour is 
plainly too high for a service which is mostly 
delivered in the hours of slackest electrical de-- 
mand, 

Nevertheless, Paul C. Harten, a subordinate of 
Mr. Brockhoff's, has reported that the city could 
save $1,000,000 a year by generating its own. en- 
ergy requirements, and Mr. Brockhoff refuses 
to make the report available to either the public 
or the Citizens’ Bond Issue Supervisory Commit- 
tee. He says that he does not entirely agree with 
it, and that releasing it would be tantamount to 
indorsing It. 

That excuse does not wash, He could issue it 
with a statement expressing his reservations and 
disagreements, and thereafter attack it as freely 
as he wished. He would have all the precedent 
he could want in the Federal Government. The 
Army's Division Engineers, for example, regu- 
larly pass the reports of District Engineers up the 
line, sometimes with dissenting memoranda, 

If the Harten report could save the city only 
one-fourth of the $1,000,000 which it claims, its 
publication would strengthen the city’s hand In 
the Union Electric negotiations, It would also 
give aresponsible committee—a committee whose 
need is clearly superior to Mr, Brockhoff's wishes 
in this matter—information it must have to form 
sound judgment. Mr. Brockhoff's own judgment 
will be in question unless and until he turns 
loose, 
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Super-Jurisdictional Dispute 

The American Federation of Labor threatens 
political reprisals unless it is allowed to retain 
the exclusive privilege of naming the United 
States labor delegates to the International Labor 
Organization, which meets next month in Mon- 
treal. The ILO, set up under the Treaty of 
Versailles, has over the years performed a use- 
ful function—limited, of course, by the same 
facts of national divisions that have limited all 
international organizations, 

When ILO was founded, the AFL was the 
one American labor organization entitled to name 
our labor delegates, Today, however, with Amer- 
ican workers divided between the AFL and the 
CIO, Secretary of Labor Sehwellenbach has sug- 
gested that the CIO be allowed to name dele- 
gates to the ILO this year and that in the future 
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the privilege be rotated between the two labor 
groups, President Truman must make the de- 
cision, 

He should ignore AFL threats and back up 
his Secretary of Labor. The AFL has carried 
its claims to the exclusive privilege of ILO rep- 


resentation too far.

The German Reparations Issue 

The constant mixture of political aims with 
economic policy has provoked another dis- 
agreement among the occupiers of Germany. 
Russia claimed 10 billion dollars in repara- 
tions from the Reich, and Britain has rejected 
the claim, 

Because of the partition of Germany, pro- 
duction is even slighter than the Allies had 
planned. The victorious powers are having 
to support the defeated state. This is costing 
America alone $200,000,000 a year. Conse- 
quently, the Western nations will not agree 
to shoveling money into Germany, while Rus- 
sia scoops it out. 

Yet the Soviet Union deserves payment for 
the wreckage of German invasion. If repara- 
tions cannot be paid now, they should be paid 
in the future, and if there is disagreement on 
reparations, the Russians will take them any- 
way. To settle the issue, the Allies will have 
to carry out the Potsdam promise to treat 
Germany as an economic whole, Otherwise 
she will be unable to produce reparations. 

All the occupying powers have assented to 
the principle of unification, but assent to 
principle has not produced agreement on 
method. Britain and America lean toward 
a federalized Germany, the French want separa- 
tion of the Ruhr and the Rhineland, and the 
Russians want a unified German state. First 
the British, and now the Ruasians, have 
championed a higher level of German produc- 
tion. 

Behind the confuslon are the submerged 
political intentions of the powers. The British 
and Russians accuse each other of wanting 
to bind Germany economically as a potential 
political ally, The French want to weaken 
Germany as a potential enemy. The long-range 
objectives stand in the way of immediate eco- 
nomic needs. 

The economic problem, and reparations with 
it, is insoluble unless there is compromise on 
political intentions. The burden of compro- 
mise is on all sides: on Russia, because she 
seeks payment for injury; on the Western 
powers, because they are paying to support 
a former enemy, As long as each occupying 
government thinks it can make of Germany 
the particular sort of apple that it wants to 
eat, no one will have a bite.

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The Army Loses a Battle 

The United States Army has lost a major en- 
gagement in Europe by its mistakes in keeping 
13 American civilians and soldiers jailed in its 
German occupation zone for two months without 
filing charges against them and without permit- 
ting them counsel or communication with the 
outside. 

It is true that there is something to be said 
on the Army's side. Except for a Chicago ci- 
villian for whom no record could be found, those 
detained are said to be suspected of serious 
crimes, The tasks of investigation are complex 
and the Army's staff of lawyers is said to be 
heavily burdened with work. But these circum- 
stances do not begin to excuse the Army's bun- 
gling. 

The way in which the Army has treated these 
prisoners is offensive to the American people 
and to the principles of individual liberties on 
which the American Government is founded, It 
would be bad enough if the Army’s violation of 
individual liberties had occurred at home. Oc- 
curring in Europe, it amounts to a major defeat 
on the front of ideas, It will be used against us 
by the opponents of democracy, and it will speak 
against us to our potential fellow-freemen., 

At this critical hour when the fighting ideas 
of freedom and totalitarianism are still compet- 
ing for the allegiance of whole peoples, we can 
ill afford such botching of the case for democ- 
racy as the Army has performed in the present 
instance. 
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Social Security Tax Policy 

Congress has again overridden the Admin- 
istration'’s desire to Increase the 1 per cent taxes 
for old age and survivors’ insurance, and Presi- 
dent Truman has signed the bill, However, the 
Senate Finance Committee has taken this occa- 
sion to announce a long-overdue investigation of 
the setup, 

From the outset, it has been disputed whether 
benefits should be paid out of current appro- 
priations or out of an Insurance-like reserve 
built up from annual contributions and interest 
earnings, The reserve was formally adopted, but 
Congress has shown an effective preference for 
the appropriation method by refusing to permit 
a sufficient “premium” rate, 

Today, therefore, the fund has bullt up to a 
large immediate surplus but a large actuarial 
deficit, which means that it will not be able to 
meet future obligations. The Social Security 
Board has estimated that the fund will not meet 
its commitments after 1950. The Government 
will then have to make up the deficit by appro- 
priations. 

This conflict of policy is the main business be- 
fore the Senate committee, It should be settled. 
For three reasons, we think it should be settled 
in favor of annual appropriations, 

First, the reserve method is a bookkeeping fic- 
tion; the fund is actually lent to the Govern- 
ment for other purposes. Second, if it were not 
a fiction, if it were actually invested in interest- 
bearing securities, its colossal size would play 
hob with investment markets, Above all, third, 
the appropriation method lends itself to a man- 
aged variation of the payroll tax rate, putting 
it up in good times and down in bad, running a 
surplus in inflationary years and a deficit in de- 
pression, In that way, the management of so0- 
cial security could also become a mighty engine 
for national economic stability, 
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What’s Wrong With the Airlines? 


The Mirror

Aviation boom has created dangers and annoyances in sky travel, 
magazine says; air is jammed over inadequate landing fields; reser- 
vation and baggage services are bogged down; fairly or unfairly, 
passengers hold airlines responsible for improving transportation,

In the sky there are always moments of 
beauty and wonder such as surface travel- 
ers cannot know. This beauty and wonder 
are about the only compensations for alir- 
line travel in 1946. To travel by plane, a 
passenger must now sacrifice his comfort, 
his sleep, and often his baggage. He must 
endure inconveniences that rise to the 
level of punishment. Sometimes he finds 
he could have got there faster by train, 


For the airlines of.the nation are in 
trouble. Boom business has jammed air 
facilities from the reservation telephones 
on through the whole system and into the 
air. The major airports are getting close 
to the absolute maximum of traffic that 
can be handled safely. Whenever the 
weather gets bad, the specter of mid-air 
collisions above the inadequate airports 
haunta the entire industry, The coming 
winter is dreaded. 


In 1941 the airlines flew one and one 
half billion passenger-miles; it is highly 
probable the new record figure for this 
year will be around seven billion passenger- 
miles, Before the war, the airlines re- 
garded 65 per cent as a satisfactory load 
factor. Now the load factor is 85 per 
cent, with many flights 100 per cent load- 
ed, Rates have been reduced 10 per cent 
since 1941, making it cheaper in many 
cases to travel by air than by Pullman— 
bringing in ever greater hordes of travel- 
bargain customers, 


Trials of the Passenger 


The average passenger's difficulties be- 
gin with the telephone (some airline of- 
fices average 3000 busy aignals per day) 
and go on through a long series of vexa- 
tions, The ticket waiting list in many 
places has become a joke, for the simple 
reason that it is easler for the airline to 
sell to the passenger without a reserva- 
tion, who takes his chances on getting 
nboard at the last minute, than to make 
a dozen calls checking a waiting Iiat, 


On a cross-country flight it is not un- 
usual to have something seriously wrong 
with at least one person's ticket at every 
stop. The reservation snarl is only too 
often the direct fault of the airlines in 
overselling tickets, 

If the passenger is not an air-travel 
veteran he may find himself tipping bag- 
gage porters repeatedly, But this minor 
annoyance would be unimportant if the 
passenger were sure of his luggage. Some 
airline men believe that there is a great 
deal of bagguge endlessly sailing the skies 
like the Flying Dutchman, transferred 
from plane to plane and city to city for- 
ever, 

This year many airline employees have 
literally been yanked into jobs, and trained 
on the job under acute pressure, 


Crowded Ports and Skies. 


Most major alrports were bullt to handle 
a few hundred passengers a day. The 
facilities are so completely jammed that 
every possible service suffers. 

The airfields themselves are inadequate 
—the Civil Aeronautica Authority reported 
almoat a year ago that alrporta at 174 of 
the 286 designated alr-carrier stops were 
deficient in length of runways, clearness 
of approaches, and other features im- 
portant to efficiency and safety, It will 
be two years at the very earliest before 
the United States has the big new airports 
and functional air-terminal buildings it 


needg so urgently. 

Beyond the airports, even the skies are 
crowded, Thin congestion ia serious be- 
cause it involves safety, When fog or 


storms come the aerial rat race begins.. 


Planes must approach the fields on instru- 
ments, Other planes clog the skieg for 
hundreds of miles in all directions, back- 
ing up at distant airports. Only a few 
Planes can be landed every hour; air traf- 
fic control obviously must “stop” the 
planes in the soup. 


The Horrors of “Stacking” 


The result is what's known as “stacking.” 
This ia what scares the daylighta out of 
passengers, and what makes old men of 
young pilots—circling for hours in the 
grayness near an airport, The biggest 
unbeaten danger in air trave) lies here, in 
the stacks, in bad weather. 


It takes little imagination to picture 
the dangers when someone makes an er- 
ror—or, say, when a plane high in a stack, 
perhaps fifteenth in landing order, sud- 
denly develops engine trouble and muat be 
landed immediately. One airline execu- 
tive said, “Of course there'll be mid-air 
collisiona one of these days.” A chief pilot 
said, “It gets down to figuring your 
chances.” 

Not until May of this year did the alir- 
lines’ trade group, the Air Transport Asso- 
ciation, agree on a program of air naviga- 
tion and traffic control to present to the 
CAA, Their program recommended, among 
other things: instrument-landing systema, 
locater stations near airports, high-inten- 
sity approach and runway lighta. 

But the public still aska: What about 
radar? In general the airlines argue that 
military radar in still full of bugs, that it 
is not yet adaptable to commercial use, 
The airlines, it seems, are holding out for 
an all-purpose radar system, instead of 
accepting the considerable, though partial, 
benefits of radar in ita present form, 


A Boom Without Profit 


No one can accuse the airlines of profit- 
ing from the present confusion. Most 
lines were deep in the red in the firat 
quarter of 1946; even conservative United 
lost money, How much of the boom traf- 
fic can be translated into permanently 
profitable operations depends largely on 
airline management 

Most airline executives are youngish, 
keen, aggressive tough. With few excep- 
tions they are equipment-minded. Many 
were flyerg themselves and know infinite- 
ly more about planes than about organiza- 
tion. But their future depends on the 
cantankerous, demanding passenger, not 
on the beautiful planes they love so much. 

It will be a great shame upon the airline 
operators if they fail to meet the chal- 
lenge that the American faith in the air 
has created. If part of the trouble lies 
with the CAA, it is up to the airlines to 
build bonfires under CAA. If part of the 
trouble Hea with municipalities, let the 
airlines put pressure on the municipalities, 

Fairly or unfairly, the flying public holds 
the airlines responsible, The beat way for 
the airlines to keep out of political hot 
water is to run their business better.

World Without Shadows 


THERE WERE TWO PIRATES, by James Branch Cabell, 

(Ferrer, Straus & Ce., New York.) 

The starting point for Mr. Cabell’s neweat 
exercise in wit, style and fantasy is the life 
of Jose Gasparillia, the pirate who flour- 
ished, late in the eighteenth century, off 
the west coast of Florida. The book is de- 
cidedly not a novelized biography; ryther 
it is, as Mr, Cabell calls it in a subtitle, “a 
comedy of division”—a commentary on two 
directions which a man’s life may take, 
Presumably these are none other than our 
old friends Good and Ewl, and quite pos- 
sibly other things which the reader may 
discover at his pleasure, 

Evil is the direction Gasparilia first takes. 
The pirate himself writes the story for his 
own journal, employing a style which, 
thanks to Mr. Cabell, is considerably more 
Satanic than a merely demonic pirate could 
possibly achieve. A bit of magical hocus- 
pocus recalis Jose from his piratical career 
to a world without shadows, the world of 
his childhood, After a time spent here he 
returns to live out his remaining years in 
a world still without shadows, 

Yet thia life, the Good, depends upon the 
existence of the shadow, Evil, however far 
it may be removed, The last two sections 
of the book possess a atyle nearly as inno- 
cent and direct as the first sections are 
mannered and hypocritical—thanks again 
to Mr, Cabell the stylist, 

. . 

To say that Mr. Cabell is witty is quite 
as much a commonplace as to say that he 
in an agile atylist, Rather than asserting a 
fact so well known, let a few lines from 
the book speak for their author: 

“At the back of my mind, I belleve the 
main danger of any marriage is that, no 
matter what sort of person you may lead 
to the altar, you must by-and-by find your- 
self married to a quite different person. As 
a rule I do not talk about this belief. It is 
a phenomenon which the wise husband ob- 
aerves allently. ... 

“As you have noticed... that dumpy 
and unimportant-looking little woman who 
has just left us has no longer any special 
physical charma, I too have noted this, I 
have noted likewise that her intelligence ia 
not brilliant. Her talking rambles so that 
I cannot always guess at what she in talk- 
ing about. 

“Her disposition, so far as I am con 
cerned, is to be deplored, inasmuch as she 
invariably speaks both to and about me 
with an unexplained resentment—and yet, 
too, as if I were only a half-witted child 
who muat be indulged, In fact, I am tol- 
erably certain that, at heart, my wife does 
think about me as being the least gifted 
and by long odds the least attractive of 
her children.”

MAVERICK TOWN: the Story of Old Tascose, by dpha

Why the Delay? 


fo far Juatice in -this republic 
has caught up with only one of 
the American radio traitors, Ezra 
Pound, the poet who broadcast in 
praise of Mussolini from Rome 
during the war, was caught, 
brought home, tried and found, I 
believe, of unsound mind and 
thereafter put in a safe place. 
Apparently his radio rantings 
which had sounded so sweet to 
Tl Duce’s ears were, in the opinion 
of a prosaic American’ court, 
merely the ravings of a lunatic. 

But the Americans who gave 
their ehrill voices and tortured 
soula to Hitler and Goebbels in 
Berlin during the war have not 
vet been triec, The reasons for 
this delay have never been ex- 
plained to the public, nor even to 
prying reporters. My own inqui- 
ries to the Attorney General of 
the republic have been met with a 
polite brush-off. I have not even 
been able to ascertain with com- 
plete certainty which men and 
women we have in custody. 

Of the eight indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury on June 26, 1943, 
Frederick Wilhelm Kaltenbach, 
formerly of Dubuque, Ia., is dead. 
At least that is what our Ruasian 
nllies reported from Berlin only 
the other day. They ought to 
know, for the Russians dtd not 
like the Berlin radio traitors, even 
if they were Americans, and one 
of the first men they sought out 
in the German metropolis before 
the amoke of the battle of Berlin 
had hardly died down was Kalten- 
bach, 


Six Indictments. 


They found him and took him 
away and nothing more was heard 
of him until a fortnight ago when 
the Sovieta informed the Amer'i- 
can authorities in Berlin that Kal- 
tenbach died of “natural causes” 
in a Russian detention camp last 
October. Of all the American 
radio traitors IT knew in Germany, 
the Dubuque boy was the moat 
sincere and ‘fanatical in his 
Nazism. He really believed in the 
nonsense and was very cocky and 
very haughty about it. I cannot 
believe he got along very well 
with his Russian captors. 

With Kaltenbach undoubtedly 
dead and the poet Pound in an 
asylum, there remain six citizens 
named in the 1943 indictments to 
he accounted for. Of these, 1 am 
unofficially informed (the Juatice 
Department will not give a re 
porter any official information), 
the following are now in Ameri- 
can custody and presumably (and 
leisurely) awaiting trial: Robert 
H. Best of Sumter, &. C., Fdward 
Leopold Delaney (nliae KE. EK, 
Ward), one-time hem actor from 
Olney, Tll., Misa Constance Drexel, 
of Philadelphia, and Max Otto 
Kolschwitz, former professor (and 
apparently a popular one) at Hun- 
ter College, New York.

Of the whereabouts of Jane 
Anderson, sometimes Countess de 
Cienfuegos, but Atlanta-born, I 
have not heard. Douglas Chand- 
ler, alumnus of the Sunday Amer- 
ican of Baltimore who broadcast 
in Berlin under the name of Paul 
Revere, was picked up by the 
American Intelligence officers in 
Bavaria as long ago as Feb, 28, 
but announcement of his arrest 
was made Only the other day. 


Other Sell-Outs, 


T have not heard whether the 
Government apprehended—or even 
tried to—-two other curious Amer- 
ican citizens who sold out to Dr, 
Goebbels during the war but who 
were not named in the original 
indictment, 

One is Charles 
sometimes known as Flick, A 
native, I believe, of Saylesville, 
R. I, and a atudent at one time 
at Brown University, Fiicksteger 
was a frustrated composer and 
newspaperman, He worked in 
Berlin for a while as assistant to 
Karl von Wiegand, “dean” of the 
Hearst foreign correspondents, An 
opera of his called “Leo and Edi- 
tra” was actually performed, un- 
less my memory fails me, in the 
provincial town of Krefeld in the 
Rhinelan® back in 1936, 

When last I saw him, shortly 
after the Complegne armistice in 
June 1040, he was aitting in a 
‘Paris bar attired in the uniform 
of a first lieutenant of the Ger- 
man Army. His special assignment 
was doing “front broadcasts” for 
American consumption on behalf 
of the propaganda service of the 
German radio, Several American 
radio stations, he assured me, had 
fallen for this Nazi propaganda 
and rebroadcast his shows, though 
I was never able to check on the 
veracity of this claim, Later 
“Flick” went to Shanghal where 
he directed Axis propaganda for 
a German-owned radio station, 
Did we not pick him up there? 


A Traitor’s Motive. 


And did we ever pick up the 
notorious Donald Day? 

Day, a familiar character to the 
American correspondents in Eu- 
rope, had been’ the - Chicago 
Tribune correspondent in Riga be- 
tween the wars.- He had waited 
long and rather impatiently in the 
Latvian capital for the fall of the 
Bolsheviks in Moscow. Publisher 
Robert “~. McCormick, he said, 
had promised him the Tribune's 
Moscow bureau as soon an that 
event occurred and though Corre- 
spondent Day, who had a vivid 
imagination, especially in his dis- 
patches, kept predicting that it 
was just around the corner, some- 
how it never occurred, and he 
never did achieve his life-long am- 
bition of becoming Moscow corre- 
epondent of “The World's Great- 
est Newspaper.” 

When Finland joined Germany 
in the attack on Russia, Day for 
an tim fought with the Finns 
against the hated -nemy. When 
Finland collapsed he made his 
way to Berlin and for the laat

brief, dying period of Nazism bel- 
lowed Dr. Goebbels’s propaganda 
over the short wave to America. 

Did the Russians, who were not 
kindly disposed toward him, pick 
him up? Did we get him? I have 
never heard, 

Of all the mn Indicted ag ra- 
dio traitors, Robert Best waa per- 
haps the most important and cer- 
tainly the most interesting—at 
leant to the legion of American 
foreign correspondents many of 
whom, like myself, knew him well. 
What were his motives in going 
over to the enemy in the midst 
of a desperate wi:? Money? 
Love for a German woman? Antl- 
Semitism’? A sincere belief in the 
Nazi barbarian world? 

Perhaps we shall learn the 
answers not only in this case, but 
in that of the others—if they are 
ever brought to trial,

In other words, the proposed 
international agency which Sir 
John would call “the World Food 
Board”—would strive to develop 
more and better farmers in areas 
where malnutrition has been a 
problem. Under Sir John's plan, 
the board would have authority to 
buy farm p@ducts moving in in- 
ternational trade when surpluses 
accumulated and prices declined. 

Vian to Protect Farmers, 

These farm products would be 
stored and held in reserve for 
periods of shortages and emer- 
gencies arising from crop failures 
in any part of the world. Board 
buying would be undertaken when 
prices dropped below a specified 
minimum. Board selling would be 
undertaken when prices reached 
a specified maximum, Thus, the 
plan is designed to protect com- 
mercial farmers against unduly 
low prices and consumers against 
unduly high prices, 

The World Food Board would 
have authority to sell surplus food 
and farm products to needy and 
impoverished areas at special cut- 
rate prices, This part of his plan 
resembles the food stamp program 
invented in this country before 
the war to dispose of domestic 
surpluses to low-income consum- 
ers at prices below those which 
other consumers paid. 

The board would need a revolv- 
ing fund to finance its ever-nor- 
mal granary price stabilizing 
operations, and a«pecial grants 
from wealthier nations for finane- 
ing disposal of surpluses to needy 
countries, 

Sir John says no estimate of 
the amount of money needed can 
be made at present. He contends, 
however, that the nations cannot 
afford to pass up this opportunity 
to co-operate on a world food 
program, The alternative, he de- 
clares, is a drift back to national- 
istic policies, a possible third

|promoting an educational cam- 
paign for smoke elimination. 

Carroll Hardy, an engineer who 
represents the Coal Producers 
Committee for Smoke Abatement 
in Cincinnati! and who hends the 
survey group, spoke at the lunch- 
eon meeting. He said that the 
survey “won't hurt anyone” and 
that it will be made on a cross- 
section basis. 

“Smoke is a waste and a symp- 
tom of something wrong in any 
plant from which it issues,” Har- 
dy said, He added that the group's 
recommendations on proper meth- 
ods of firing and use of heating 
equipment will be made “on a 
common sense basis.” 

Inspection of Power Plants. 

Hardy said the engineers’ group 
Planned to visit railroad round 
houses and stationary installations 
today, and tomorrow will inspect 
power plants, buildings and hotels. 

Commenting on the remarks of 
previous speakers about the reluc- 
tance of East Side communities 
to pass amoke elimination ordi- 
nances, Hardy said that he was 

“not adverse to ordinances” and 
expressed the opinion they were 
“good things,” 

“A smoke abatement ordinance 
can be established on a proper 
engineering basis,” he said. 

Mayor John T. Connors of East 
St. Louis told the meeting that 
his city had not passed a regu- 
latory ordinance because of “many 
varied conditions” but he ex- 
pressed hope that with the help 
of the committee beneficial re- 
sults may be obtained. 

Mayor Stephen Maeras of Madi- 
son said he waa not in favor of 
Mich an ordinance and added the 
belief that “a sound educational 
program will be sufficient.” 

Criticiam of Efforts, 

Criticism of the area commit- 
tee’s efforts were acknowledged 
by A. C, Jobnaon, committee chatr- 
man, who stated that the group's 
plan to attack the smoke prob- 
lem without first passing an ordi- 
nance was “no mistake.” 

“Smoke elimination is a matter 
of good business and dollars and 
cents,” Johnson aald. “We don't 
need an ordinance for that.”

Wertherefore cannot understand 
why everyone does not believe 
that we hold the secret of the 
atomic bomb simply because we 
do not want anyone to have the 
power to use it again, We aro 
shocked and‘ surprised when we 
find that other people doubt our 
intentions, forgetting entirely that 
their background is not like ours. 
Few of us have any conception of 
what the other nations have been 
through, whose lands .have been 
devastated and whose homes have 
been destroyed, 

* * « 

WE FORGET, too, that our use 
of the atom bomb in Japan killed 
man innocent civilians and 
shocked the traditional feeling 
which had grown up through pre- 
vious wars, when a line could be 
drawn between fighting men and 
civilians. In all probability, our 

overnment was right in believing 
hat use of the bomb would end 
the war more quickly and thereby 
save millions of lives. But in any 
case, in the modern atomic world, 
no future war can ever draw that 
line of distinction again, and it is 
just as well that we should under- 
stand this once and for all, 

With our rather naive assump- 
tion that everyone can understand 
our background and our good in- 
tentions, we are surprised to find 
a lack of confidence in what we 
say and in our actions when we 
withhold from an ally the knowl- 
edge we possess of a destructive 
weapon. Isn't it just possible that 
they may wonder why we do not 
understand their background, why 
we do not trust them if we expect 
them to trust us? 

Take Russia, for instance. How 
many of us realize that an area 


which in our country would cover 
prt re the region from the Atlantic 
seaboard to the Mississippi was 
devastated in Russia during the 
war? The Russians in this area 
lost their homes, their crops and 
their lives, and the survivors have 
starved for years. 
. . e 

RUSSIA has enormous potential 
natural resources, many of them 
as yet undeveloped, She managed 
to move a large part of her indua- 
tries back from the danger zone 
during the war. What she imports 
today is not consumer goods, which 
must doubtless be in great demand 
by her people. Her government 
needs goods which will serve to 
put her industries into production, 
and it exacts material sacrifices 
from the people to attain these 
ends, Soviet Russia's standard of 
living, in 25 years, has not been 
able to approximate what we have 
achieved in 150 years. Yet she 
has taken a great number of peo- 
ple who were illiterate peasants 
and given them hope and a basic 
literacy, with greater opportunity 
for education than ever before. 

She is a dictatorship, but we 
must not forget that it is a dic- 
= ings” not of one individual 
alone, Her government has suc- 
ceeded in keeping the support of 
the people not only through the 
terrific hardships of Invasion, but 
also in a postwar period where 
hardships aré far greater than 
those we know in our own difficult 
post war period in the United 
States,

Not long ago, for instance, the 
National Broadcasting Co. issued 
an edict banning Jane Russell 
jokes on ite network, There is 
only one Jane Russell joke and it 
wasn't very funny the first time 
and became less funny as it went 
along. This ban would probably 
be cheered by every one, including 
Miss Russell. 

In 1941, when 43-year-old George 
Jessel married 16-year-old Lois 
Andrews the air was full of jokes 
about Jessel robbing the cradle. 
This began to pall not only on the 
nation’s millions of lMatenera but 
also on Jessel and Miss Andrews. 
Jessel's lawyer sent a letter to all 
the networks politely hinting there 
might be legal action if.the prac- 
tice didn’t stop. All the networks 
heartily welcomed the suggestion 
and the George Jeasel joke, or at 
least, that particular George Jes- 
se] joke, vanished from the alr,

During the war, a deddorant 
manufacturer, or rather his ad- 
vertising agency, dreamed up a 
commercial which contained the 
line: “the safe deodorant for the 
nation’s under arm.” You were 
spared that one, too, by the com- 
mon sense of the continuity ac- 
ceptance department, 

The verb “to do” actually 
started the censorship of lyrics in 
radio, a practice which has been 
carried #0 far that many song 
publishers now issue two sets of 
words, one for the radio and one 
for night clubs, records and you 
and me. It was Cole Porter who 
started all this with his song “Let's 
Do It.” (“Birds do it, bees do it. 
.. + Let's do it, let's fall in love"). 
Banned from the air with it were 
a couple of other “do” numbers 
such as “You Do Something to 
Me.” another Porter number, and 
“Do It Again.” 

Porter's sophisticated lyrics have 
been a headache for the song- 
Clearance departments of radio 
networks for years. Many of his 
lyrics have had to be laundered 
for radio and others have been 
banned outright. Remember “Get 
Out of Town?” “When you are 
mear, close to me dear, we touch 
too much” is the way Porter wrote 
it. Over the air it somehow came 
out “When you are near, close to 
me dear, the spell's too much.” 


Sex or any implication of that 
horrid business is No. 1 on the 
strike-out parade in songs. The 
late Lorenz Hart, Richard Rogers's 
lyric writer, was frequently too 
outspoken for broadcasting circles. 
Hart's lyhic “Have You See Miss 
Jones?” contained one line which 
read “The nearest moment that 
we marry is too late.” It had to 
be chanked to “no other couple are 
as much in love as we,” which

didn’t rhyme with anything In 
particular but included that non- 
inflammable word “love,” which 
has nothing to do with sex, at 
Jeast over the air. 

Profanity is taboo, which means 
a singer can’t use “To hell with 
Burgundy” in “Song of the Vaga- 
bonds” or “What the hell” from 
George Gershwin’s “I Got Plenty 
of Nuttin’.” The broadcasters also 
contend that a song is no place 
for controversial points of view. 
They banned both “One Big Un- 
ion for Two” and “Sing Me a Song 
of Social Significance” from “Pins 
and Needles.” 

Censorship of the air waves 
through pressure or fear of adver- 
tisers ia sometimes funny and 
sometimes not so funny. One of 
the funnier examples concerned 
Henrik Willem Van Loon in a se 
ries of broadcasts concerning an- 
cient history. Van Loon wag dis- 
cussing that period of Greek his- 
tory when mankind changed from 
the candle to the newer oil lamp 
for illumination, For sentimental 
reosons, Van Loon deplored the 
snuffing out of the pretty candle 
in favor of the smoky, though 
more illuminating, oll lamp. The 
network wouldn't allow any derog- 
atory remarks about oil because 
one of its largest advertisers was 
an oil company. 

George 8. Kaufman, the inex- 
haustibly witty playwright, re- 
marked once at a bridge game, 
“T'd like a review of the bidding 
with the original inflexions.” 
Kaufman realized that inflexion 
is as important in conveying ideas 
as the words themselves, and 
sometimes more so. 

The broadcasters found this out 
the hard way in Mae Weat's

famed Garden of Eden burlesque 
on the Charlie McCarthy program. 
I didn’t hear that program but 
no discussion on radio censorship 
would be complete without men- 
tioning it, It is the classic example 
of the futility of censorship by 
rote rather than by reason, 
_ * * 

Originally the N.B.C. censors 
threw out the entire script pre- 
pared for Miss West. The script 
was taken to the actress who said 
she believed she could improve on 
it. She improved it in a way that 
sent cold chills down the censors’ 
apines. Script writers were called 
in and modified the Garden of 
Eden routine so thoroughly it 
could have appeared intact in 
“Godey'’s Lady's Book.” Then, at 
the final Sunday rehearsal, Miss 
West walked through her role with 
all the animation of a _ grand- 
father’s clock, The censors 
heaved a sigh of relief and relaxed 
~—but not for long. 

During the actual performance, 
Misa West stepped to the micro- 
phone and started charging those 
lines with the high voltage West 
voice. Apparently the censors 
had forgotten that Miss Weat 
could put risque meanings into a 
recitation of the New York tele- 
phone book. Here are some of the 
lines: 

MAE: 
home with me honey, 
play in my woodpile.” 

CHARLIE: “I'm nervous.” 

MAE: "You weren't nervous and 
didn’t need any encouragement to 
kiss me.” 

CHARLIE: “Did I do that?” 

MAE: “Well, you certainly did. 
I've got marks to prove it. Splint- 
ers, too,”

Even from this distance, it’s dif- 
ficult to understand why the cen- 
sors couldn't have foreseen how 
this was going to sound on the 
air. Though never heard it, it 
certainly sounds like questionable 
taste. And, while the broadcast- 
ers don’t recognize motion pyjctures 
as a form of entertainment, they 
must have heard of Miss West 
and her flair for putting out- 
rageous meanings into the most 
innocent statements. 

Still, it came as a great shock 
when 600 letters poured in pro- 
testing the Mae West burlesque. 
It’s also difficult to see why 500 
letters caused such distress to 
N.B.C. when you consider that 
some 20 or 30 million persons 
herrd the program without pro- 
testing. 


If the Mae West incident illus- 
trates anything, it demonstrates 
that common sense ig much more 
important than rules in censor- 
ship. Today, while many harm- 
less references to the differences 
between the sexes are cut from 
acripta, you can hear any number 
of stupid double entendres on the 
Frank Morgan show every Sunday 
night. I'm not saying the Morgan 
show should be more vigorously 
censored, I think the best censor- 
ship is just avoiding It. 

But, if the broadcasters insist 
on censorship, a high form of dis- 
crimination is called for. Despite 
their vigilance, censors still are not 
keeping amut off the air, At the 
same time, unintelligent censor- 
ship is closing the doors of imag- 
ination, stifling inventiveness and 
driving radio writers Into a sterile 
cynicism with no faith in them- 
selves or their industry.

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Help tor Heart Failure

VERY doctor knows the sense 
E of doom which heart failure 

brings with it. The whole fam- 
ily is affected and an atmosphere 
o: helplessness and fear pervades 
the household. The patient is the 
most apprehensive of all, and is in 
great distress. 

He must usually sit up because 
he ia unable to breathe lying down, 
He pants as if he had just finished 
a stiff run; the veins in his neck 
are distended; his heart beats 
with a racing but irregular 
rhythm, 

Other symptoma are swelling of 
the feet and legs, wheezing and, 
sometimes a noisy sort of breath- 
ing due to rales (rahis), which oc- 
cur because of a collection of fluid 
in the alr passages in the lungs. 
This ia the condition which results 
when the heart becomes so dam- 
aged or overworked that it cannot 
keep up the circulation of the 


blood.

IT 18 KNOWN as cardiac de- 
compensation and it may come on 
suddenly, If it does, the situation 
ia serious, but there ia much that 
the experienced doctor can do to 
help the patient, to renew his con- 


fidence and to allay the fears of | 


his family. - 

According to Dr. Arnold 8, An- 
derson of Friorida such a patient 
should be sent immediately to a 
hospital, if possible. It is also well 
to give an injection of morphine, 
which will reat the heart and pro- 
duce sleep. In most casen, the giv- 
ing of oxygen ia also helpful, The 
drug which has been found moat 
useful in these cases of heart fail- 
ure is digitalis. This preparation 
slows and strengthens the heart 
beat.

OF OCOURSE the exact treat- 
mont will depend upon the exact 
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condition present. If there is a 
great deal of fluid in the lungs, if 
the blood pressure is excessively 
high, if the liver is swollen and 
there is blueness of the skin, called 
cyanosis, due to a lack of oxygen 
brought to the tissues, sometimes 
removal of blood from a _ vein 
might be helpful. 

After the patient has had a good 
night's sleep, sometimes certain 
drugs containing mercury are 
given, together with ammonium 
chloride to stimulate the action of 
the kidneys and to eliminate ex- 
cena fluid from the tissues, 

Of course, the digitalis must be 
carefully given under the doctor's 
directions so that the dose can be 
regulated depending on the pa- 
tiefit’s condition, Obviously, the 
patient must be kept at rest in bed 
until the condition of the heart 
improves and is again able to sup- 
port the circulation, 

Remember, heart failure is an 
emergency which calls for prompt
